A PIPE ORGAN 
IS BORN IN 
PORTERVILLE:

The imagination of an anony- 
mous committee, plus the touch of 
genius by a native Portervillian — 
Richard Villemin — is resulting in 
the birth of a remarkable and tre- 
mendous pipe organ in the First 
Congregational church of Porter- 
ville — an organ on which Villemin 
started work last June and which 
will be completed in its initial stage 


some time after Easter. 
The project started with pur- 


chase of a console from Claremont 
College in southern California, q 
console that was to be used with 
the organ then in the church. But 
the project grew, and today there 
are sets of pipes in the church bel- 
fry, on the auditorium balcony, in 
attics back of the choir loft and 
the minister’s study, all being tied 
together into the console through 
a system of cables that Villemin 
has strung throughout the church. 

Technically, all of the various 
installations have names, _ but 
names are for the professionals, 
It is the sounds that this great in- 
strument is already sending forth 
that add new dignity to the church 
— beautiful sounds that will be 
increased in variety as Villemin 
continues to work. 

By purchase of parts from dis- 
mantled organs, for instance from 
a southern California church that 
fell in the path of a freeway, this 
organ is being built at a fraction 
of the cost of a new instrument. 

As of now there is about $16,- 
000 involved in the “first stage’’. 
Under a ‘‘five year’ plan, as visu- 
alized by the anonymous com- 
mittee, the organ will be complet- 
ed for $27,000 to $30,000, giving 
the church and the community an
